teachers but better for the children as 
well 
With our intense heat m June 


and our lurking summer weather m 
early September, children should not be 
asked to sit m the ill ventilated rooms of 
our city schools 
I speak not alone for 


the teacher, but for both teacher and 
child, when I say that our schools should 
not continue beyond early June and 
should not re-open before the middle of 
September 
Particularly is this neces- 


sary in view of the existing crowded 
condition of our schools—a condition 
which is a burning shame upon our 
much flaunted educational 
progress 


Think of one city, for example—I refer 
now to Brooklyn — in whose primarv 
public schools there were recent]} shown 
to he three hundred and seventy-seven 
classes. Of these classes, two hundred 
and thirtj-onehad registers of between 
sixty and seventy scholars, sixty five 
classes had registers between seventv 
ind eighty, twenty two classes had 
registers between eight} and ninety, 
eighteen classes had registers between 
ninety and one hundred, two classes had 
registers between one hundred and one 
hundred and ten, sixteen classes had 
registers between one hundred and 
twenty and one hundred and thirty, four 
classes had registers between one hun- 
dred and thirty and one hundred and 
forty, two classes had registers between 
one hundred and forty and one hundred 
and fifty, while one class reached the 
enormous total of one hundred and 
fifty-eight. -And these figures are taken 
directly from the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools of the city in ques- 
tion 
Is it right, I ask, that our chil 


dren should be huddled together in th-s 
manner, and that, too, as investigation 
has shown, m badly-ventilated school- 
rooms? It is shameful that such a con- 
dition of affairs should exist at any time 
of the year, and that we do not provide 
enough schools for the } oung to relieve 
this over-crowding But the abnormal 
temperature existing m classrooms dur- 
ing the spring and partly m the summer 
—should set parents to thinking. 


I believe it is time that the American 


school system should receive a Jittle 
more personal attention at the hands of 
our parents, and the position of the 
teacher be more clearly 
understood 


The average parent owes it as a duty to 
himself and to herself, and to his or her 
children. The cry of "no time" of the 
engrossed business man or the busy 
housewife is not a legitimate excuse. 
We should find time, we must make time 
for a matter which so closely concerns 
the future welfare of our own flesh and 
blood 
Parents must become a more 


personal part of the school life of their 
children, or the present misunderstand- 
ing ot the teacher's capabilities and the 
existing evils m our school buildings 
will never be remedied and removed 
That our schools are over-crowded 


the domestic influences which surround 
a child has frequently helped a teacher 
in her proper guidance of the pupil at 
school 
She works more intelligently 


whei -she knows the wishes of the 
parents and the peculiarities of the child 
If teachers and parents would come 
closer together than they do the benefi 
cial results to the children would be 
incalculable 
Not on'y would such a 


closer coming together be felt by parents 
and pjpil, but by the teacher m fitting 
hei letter for her work 
A glimpse o! 


the cheer of domestic life would mean 
much to the average school-teacher who 
passes her evenings in a boarding house 
And the average teacher proves a 
delightful guest at a home table. Her 
vocation usually makes her well-inform- 
ed and her mind is keen by constant 
training 


We are now at the season of the year 


when our schools are re-openmg and our 
teachers are beginning to take up their 
duties for the winter 
And it will do 


much for the welfare ot your children 
if you devote closer attention to their 
school life and to those in whose hands 
their educative training has been placed 
The first thing to do is to vi«it the school 
which your children attend 
Make a 


point of this, even if it means a sacrifice 
of something else 
Few things can be 


more important than to see for yourself 
the surroundings of your child during 
school hours 
Observe quietly yet 


keenly, but remember that any observa- 
tions or comments you have to make 
the teacher of the class in which youi 
child happens to be is not the proper 
person to whom to make them 
The 


principal of the school or the superm 
tendent is the proper functionary for 
such purposes 
The teacher is helpless 


she must accept conditions as she finds 
them. She is an employee, pure and 
simple. But seek her out and win her 
acquaintance and confidence Show her 
that you mean to co-operate with her 
She knows that the best results can only 
be ootamed when teacher and parent 
co-operate. Invite her to your home- 
not in a general way, but at a dePnite 
time 
Make her feel that you want her 


to be something more than the teacher 
of your child 


And while on this general question of 


schools it occurs to me that the French 
carry out an excellent idea in the wav 
of prize-giving m their schools. While 
in this country we give to our school- 
children, as reward"" of merit, a certifi- 
cate, a medal or a book, the most 
frequent prize m French schools is a 
savings bank-book with a small sum to

We have only 
to watch the newspapers at this season 
of the year when our schools are open- 
ing, to read of the number of children 
crowded into inadequate space and the 
number who are refused admittance 
altogether, or taught on half-time. The 
worst possible ventilation exists in the 
majority of our schoolrooms. The foul 
air which our children breathe mto their 
lungs for five hours of each day would 
amaze some parents if they would take 
the trouble to visit the schools which 
their children attend. >Tot long ago an 
observant teacher, a woman who stands 
high m her profession In the West, wrote 
tome: "I have been a teacher for fif- 
teen years, and I am frank to say that 
rather than permit my little one to 
breathe the fetid air of some of our 
schoolrooms I would keep him at home. 
Again and again have I gone into class- 
rooms when the air was such as to make 
one grow sick and faint. Generally it 
comes from lack of ventilation, caused 
in the main by circumstances over which 
the teacher has no control;at other times 
by the teacher'sown carelessness or hei 
occupation with BO many other duties 
that abe forgets this important question 
of pure air. Do I wonder that so many 
children go home with headaches? Xo, 
my wonder is rather that the health of 
our school-childieu is so good." This

The result is that 


early m youth the Trench child is taught 
the lesson of saving money The girl or 
boy takes a pnde m his bank book and 
hii greatest desire is to add to it and to

statistics published m France show, that 
comfortable fortunes have been built 
upon those small bank accounts 
In 


over seventy per cent of the instances 
where the bank account was started for 
the pupil the habit of thuft was in- 
culcated and the accounts were continu- 
ed, while onlym thirty per cent was the 
desire to add to the account lost 


There is scarcely an idea which we 


could better afford to introduces into 
our American schools than this Our 
savings bank system lends itself to the 
idea just as well as does the system in 
vogue in France, and the novelty of 
such a reward of merit, if introduced 
into our schools, would alone make it 
exceedingly attractive 
And we need 


more thrift than we have at present in 
this country 
The average American 


is wasteful, his reckless expenditure of 
money is a constant source of surprise to 
the foreigner ' Laying up something 
for a rainy day" is with ns a precept 
rather than a practice 
Thousands of 


our people live beyond their incomes, 
and thousands more live up to them 
The actual number ot people m this 
country who are saving, and who put bj 
a portion of their income, is small, so 
small that if the figures could be obtain- 
ed and printed they would be startling. 


A Definition of Sound Money. 


: Stuart Patterson, of the Ijocal League. 


Answers an Inquiry. 


In response to an mquirv asking for the 


definition of the phrase "Sound money," 
as approved by the Sound Money League 
ot Penns) Ivania, C Stuart Patterson, chair- 
man of the League Executive Committee, 
sent the following reply 


"Sound money is of only two possible 


kinds 
First, that whose market value as 


a commodity is equivalant to its face value 
as money , or, second, that which is repre- 
sentative in its character, and. 
having 


little or no market value as a commodity, 
is convertable at par mto monev o( the 
first kind. 


'It is obvious that, within the terras of 


this definition, gold alone is sound money 
of the first kind, and legal-tender notes, 
national bank notes, and the money of 
small change, subsidiary silver, nickel and 
copper coins, are sound money of the sec 
ond kind 
It 19 also obvious that TO long 


as the Government of the United States is 
able to redeem its silver dollars in goid at 
par those silver dollars are sound money of 
the second kind, for their monetary value 
is dependent, not upon their market value 
as bullion, but exclusively upon their con- 
vertibility at par into gold 


"It is obvious that as money of the sec- 


ond kind, representative money, silver 
dollars are more bulky, more inconveni- 
ent to handle, more costly to produce, and 
nj more effective than notes 


"It is also and equally obvious that if 


silver were to be admitted to free coinage 
at the legal ratio of lb to 1 under themae- 
pendent action of this Government, it 
would not be possible for this Govern- 
ment to continue to redeem ite silver dol- 
lars at par m gold, and such silver dollars 
would, therefore, not be sound money."

Kditonally, the Plula. R<m,d savs 
"The dedication of the Chickamauga 


and Chattanooga>,ationa!Militarv Park 
on the nineteenth da> of next month, 
which will take place before the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet and the Governors 
of twentv SUtes, «ill be the patriotic 
event of the year. Xo such scene will 
have been enacted s'nce the famous ded- 
eation of the Gettysburg battlefield. 
General James Longstreet will be pres- 
ent at the ceremonies, and should make 
the occasion ever-memorable bv the 
utterance of such a speech of reconcilia- 
tion and amity between blue and gray 
as he delivered to a thrilled audience 
under the roof of the Union League of 
this city at a Grant anniversary banquet 
a few years ago. buch a speech would 
make a fitting sequel to the great ora- 
tion of Lincoln's amid the din of war. 
Chickamauga ranks fully second to Get- 
tysburg in respect to its fierce carnage. 
There thirty-two years ago the armies o£ 
Rosecrans and Bragg faced each other 
desperatelv m the forest of pines and un- 
derbrush, an embattled host of 1JI,160 
patriots of the blue and the grav. The 
mortality of the conflict was greater, 
proportionately to the length of the ca- 
gagement, than that of any other baf'e 
of modern history 


While the new national military park 


of ten square miles has been la d oat up- 
on practically the same plan as the field 
of Gettvsburg, Chickamauga presents 
several noteworthy, distinctive features. 
The unique feature, indeed, is the plac- 
ing of mounted cannon about the field 
exactly as they stood during the battle. 
Seventy of the guns—many veterans ot 
Chickamauga among them — already 
mark the sites of the original positions 
of the Confederate and Federal bat- 
teries Thej are picturesquely mounted 
on old faah'oned wroughHron gun carn- 
ages of the type of '63 The second 
most impressive chaiactenstic of the 
new park is visible :n the eight U-foot- 
high monuments of S inch shells, which 
mark the respective spots where four 
brigadier generals upon each side fell m 
the fight All that now remains for the 
Federal Government to accomplish is to 
secure the title of the scene of victory, 
with the earthworks still standing, on, 
top of Lookout Mountain, and from that 
overhanging cliff the btars and blnpes 
should be kept afloat forever/'

Tlie Farm the Best Home. 


Wily 1>O Young Men Le:tve the Farm for 


Uie Town—It 1* a Mistake Which 


Many Yonnfj Men Make. 


"So far as the United States are con- 


cerned, says the Philn. Inquirer, our 
city population is relatively small; bat 
it is growing, while our inral population 
ij on the decrease. 


"There is more cause for anxiety in 


this latter fact than is apparent at a 
glance. One of the sigus which foretold 
the crumbling and downfall of the Ro- 
man Empire was the gathering of the 
country people in the towns. The fields 
were neglected, and in Rome there were 
100.000 poor who lived on alms. In 193 
A. D., agriculture had fallen into such a 
deploi able condition that an exemption 
from taxes for ten years was decreed for 
every person who should till the unculti- 
vated 6elds of the Empire. Goldsmith 
probably had these facts in mind when 
he wrote his oft-quoted lines on the de- 
cay of "the bold yeomanry, their coun- 
try'spride." Take any part of thecoun- 
try one may select, and in the neighbor- 
hood of an industrious, intelligent and 
consequently prosperous rural communi- 
ty is certain to be found a busy little 
town. The reverse, too, is also invaria- 
Iby true—a "dead" town is indicative of 
a "dead" rural population in its imme- 
diate vicinity. The couutry feeds the 
town. When the former is neglected 
for the latter the wheels of commerce 
clog. One of the soundest foundations 
of national prosperity is the develop- 
ment of rural before urban interests. 
The first of rural pursuits is, as Gold- 
smith intimates, agriculture. 


"It may be asked what can be (lone to 


check the exodus fiom the country, and 
thus relieve the cities of their unemploy- 
ed population. Many things; so many 
in fact, that their discussion would oc- 
cupy almost a small volume. But the 
main thing of all is the adoption of an 
intelligent system of farming. Not a 
few young men will say that there is 
nothing to be made upon a farm. Their 
experience may be true ; but the cause 
of their trouble is that they rely more 
upon drudgery than upon intelligence. 
Brawn is, of course, necessary; yet 
brain is equally essential. Brawn with- 
out brain amounts to very little. News- 
papers like "The Record" devote time, 
money and space to the weekly publica- 
tion of matters relating to successful 
agriculture, which information, if care- 
lully read by disheartened 
farmers, 


would turn their mourning into joy by 
putting many a dollar iuto their pockets. 
Good roads are necessary to the prosper- 
ity of an agricultural people, and every 
good farmer has them in his neighbor- 
hood. They have been the making of 
France, and will be the making of any 
country. One very essential thiny to in- 
duce young men to remain in the coun- 
try is a happy home. "All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy." Away 
with incessant drudgery I Give the boys 
time for recreation, both physical and 
mental. 
Give them some animal or 


some little crop of their own. Teach 
them to think. Let them into the mys- 
teries of the "why" and the ' wherefore" 
of matters. Make them, in short, to 
love their country home. A better class 
of citizens would be the result, and the 
great problem of how to prevent the de- 
population of the rural districts would 
be iu a fair way of solution, to the bene- 
fit of the national welfare."

The Odious Garb Law. 


It la Contrary to All the Principles of 


American Liberty. 


In Somerset county a young man who 


belongs to the Slennonite Church has 
been appointed to a position in the pub- 
lic schools from which he finds himself 
debarred unless he shall give up wearing 
the garb peculiar to his sect. Feeling 
the injustice of the law regulating the 
garb of teachers in the public schools, a 
prominent Mennonile has written to 
the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion a letter of which the following is 
an extract: 


"The Sfenuonites look upon the £.ct 


as a shameful infringement upon their 
liberties. We have never been accused 
of teaching or holding any doctrines or 
views that could be in the remotest 
sense inimical to any of our institutions. 
"We love our public school system and 
have always given the same our cheer- 
ful support. Xobody can be more op- 
posed to introducing or allowing any 
sectarian teaching in our schools than 
we are, but we utterly fail to see why a 
person should be less fit to teach because 
he or she professes to be a Christian and 
is not ashamed to let the world known it. 
Our mode of dress indicates that we be- 
lieve in simplicity of attire. This is a 
matter of conscience with many of us. 
There are people of our faith living in 
more than half of the States of in the 
Union, and I have yet to hear of the first 
instance where any one has objected to 
any of our people teaching in any 
of our public schools because of our 
dreas or religious 
belief. 
1 under- 


stand that the penalty is laid upon 
the Board of Directors, and we would 
like to avoid getting our Board here in- 
to trouble if possible. We do not pro- 
pose to submit to this shameful outrage 
•without a protest." 


AVhocan read thisappealwithout righte- 


ous indignation? That such a law 
could ever have been passed in the Com- 
monwealth founded ty William Penn 
surpasses belief. It is a reversion to the 
barbaric intolerance that disgraced the 
legislation of the Colonies before the be- 
nignant day of the Revolution ard the 
establishment of freedom of conscience 
as a part of the fundamental law of the 
land.

So long as Mr. Blaine lived tliere was 


always a division of sentiment respecting 
Thomas B. Reed'a merits as a statesman 
up in the Xew England States. The dif- 
ferences between these two men had their 
origin in petty sources, but they were 
active and powerful for all that. Maine 
was said by one of Mr. Maine's friends 
to be too small a State for two big men, 
and it was evidently upou this theory 
that Mr. Blaine worked. Mr, Reed, tip- 
on the other hand, while less aggressive 
in his antagonism, nuturally resented 
Mr. Elaine's course, and there the mat- 
ter stood, [t was a source of gratifica- 
tion to the fi lends of both that before 
the latter died he came into closer con- 
tact with the ex-Speaker, and apparently 
softened his judgment of the man. 


The Secretary's death, moreover, com- 


pletely changed the situation in Mr. 
Reed's State. This is patent in the -At- 
titude of Mr. Mauley, a Blaine man 
from top to toe during the lifetime of 
that illustrious leader, but who is now 
one of the most aggressive advocates of 
Reed's nomination for the Presidency 
next year. Both of the Maine Senators 
have also declared for him, and the 
Maine delegation in the House of Rep- 
resentatives is a unit In his support. A 
poll of the last Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture showed that Reed was the favorite 
candidate of a great majority of the 
members of that body. Tlie two Seua 
tors from Vermont are reported to be 
for him, and William K. Chandler's 
boom for the Vice-Presidency is not ex- 
pected to prevent Mr. Reed's success in 
the convention. 
General ITawley re- 


gards him as a most likely candidate, 
and even Senator Aldrich's close inti- 
macy with Governor McKinley has not 
blinded his eyes to the ex-Speaker's 
merits.—Inquirer.

There is now being built at the Bald- 


win Locomotive Works, in Philadelphia, 
an 
ordinary locomotive with driving 


wheels of five (cot in diameter, which, it 
is paid, will as soon as completed (in 
about four weeks) draw a train of cars 
from Philadelphia to Xew York iu ] liour. 


The locomotive is not to be set on the 


rails as engines generally are. When it is 
completed it is to be placed on what is 
known as the Ilolman friction geared 
truck, which will ruim it thirty inches 
above the surface of the rails, 
it will be 


just like any other locomotive except that 
each of its driving wheels will rest upon 
and between two smaller wheels which in 
turn will real up,»i and between thive 
other wheels that rest on the rails. The 
instant the drivers of the locomotive be- 
gin to turn they necessarily through fric- 
tion give an opposite rotary motion to the 
small wheels upon which they tear, and 
these small wheels just as necessarily give 
a forward rotary motion to the third »et 
of wheels upon which they are bearing. 
The natural and inevitable result is that 
one revolution of the locomotive's driung 
wheels, by this multiplicity of wheels in 
pyramid form, carries the locomotive for- 
ward just twice as far a» a single revolu- 
tion of the driving wheels on the track. 
In other words, the speed uf the en- 
gine, whatever that speed might be on 
the rails themselves, is exactly doubled 
by the use of thi., newly invented truck. 
In addition to the increase in speed attain- 
able, this new invention will, it is claimed, 
save millions of dollars through the wear 
and tear upon the rails, for the weight of 
locomotives will then be further diunbill- 
ed along the track, and at no point of any 
rail will there be a pressure more than 
one-third as great as is now exerted by the 
driving wheels.
